The following oMcial communique 
in conncction with the combined 
manocuvres, which. commence to- 
day, was issued by Command Hend- 
quarters yesterday:

On March 1 a revolt: broke out in 
Hongkong's colony o£ Sofar; which 
necessitated the relnforcement of the 
local: garrison by ail available’ ships 
of the Hongkong navy, on infantry 
battalion and the ant!-aircraft brigade 
which has been temporarily converted 
into field artillery. Punitive men- 
sures nro proceeding satisfactorily 
and a decisive engagement with the 
rebels {s expected at any moment, 


Pacifica, a, large maritime power 
lying some 500 miles to the east of 
Hongkong, possesses a modern flect 
and an army of’ seven infan 
divisions, one of which could be fully 
mobilised three or four days after ao 
declaration of war, The remaining 
divisions would be ready to take tho 
field at fortnightly intervals. 


The -Pacifican air arm compriscs 
some 600 first Hne machines. Of 
these 60 “carrier borne’ and 60° land 
based would be ready to operate 
within a few hours of the outbrealc 
of hostilities.

From Myr, Neville Chamber- 
lain’s ‘speech in the House of 
Commons yesterday ° emerges 
one salient. point of British 
foreign policy: Caution. But it 
is- not the sort of thing to be 
confused with pusillanimity. It 
has frequently been stated— 
sometimes in the way of a 
charge—that Britain has no 
foreign policy, But that is 
hardly correct. It may shift 
its direction from time to 
time, this policy; but it is un- 
questionably there, and — its 
ultimate goal is the preservation 
of peace and the appeasement 
of the frequently over-wrought 
If it. is 
flexible, to that it owes its 
strength; for it ,will bend 
against pressure, as tempered 
steel bends, and presently 
straightens again. No-one can 
say it is weak because it has 
never really been tested; and it 
is the aim of the British Govern- 
ment ‘to avoid that test, 
for it might well lead to 
trouble. It seems that Mr. 
Chamberlain is anxious to avert 
any real challenge, to get down 
to plain statements, but that he 
is cautiously planning to rush 
already. brsy armaments 
industry so as to be prepared 
for it if it comes. What form 
that challenge might take it is 
hard to determine; but there is 
one thing certain, that Great 
Britain will not tolerate inter- 


ference with any of her posses- 
sions.. The defence~ of the 
Leaguo Covenant is another 
matter; and while it ia sure that’ 
Britain would frown upon any 
further use of threats or force 
against. any of the minor powers 
of Europe, such as Czecho- 
Slovakia, it is by no means cer- 
tain that she would feel called, 
upon to fight in their defence. 
Many individuals would be 
anxious to; many of the Govern- 
ment’s Ministers might favour 
drastic action; but it: is: not 
possible to tell whether even 
an armed invasion by Germany 
or Italy or somo. other power of

Chamberluin’s cautious ‘words 
and the lack of assurances given 
to France or any other power, 
it is fairly safe to say that 
Britain will march in Europe 
undér certain circumstances. 
When and where British force 
might be employed in the de- 
fence of minor states or friendly 
nations no-one outside the 
Cabinet, and perhaps not even 
all of the Cabinet, .can safely 
predict. No-one can say what 
Britain would have done if, for 
instanee, war had actually 
broken out in Austria as a.re- 
sult of the German crossing of 
the frontier.

LONDON “BOBBY” 


HONGKONG’S POLICE FORCE 


‘Monumental Task Accomplished. 
In Face Of Criticism 


HERB is one of Hongkong’s carly settlers whose name

should be known to every resident of the Colony who 
sponsors and upholds the cause of law’and order. 

This is Mr. Charles May, the London “bobby” whose 
genius for organisation was directly responsible for the 
Colony’s present highly efficient Police Force; for it was |, 


through his efforts that the genesis of the guardians of public 
safety was apecdily effected from a nondescript body of constables 
into an organisation that is on an par with any large city in the 


Occident. 


Like everything else that is worthy of accomplishment, the 


beginnings must have been exceedingly difficult and even dis- 
couraging; for the Colony during the first two or three decades 
of ita existence was so rife with lawlessness that the question of 
life and property was indeed a most momentous one.

During the years 1841 
1848, Hongkong was more or less 
under a state of martial law, but 
at length upon the confirmation 
of the island's status as n Colony 
under the British Crown, it was 
felt that-it was now high time 
that the semblance of a Police 
Foree should be organised; for 
with the passing of military rule, 
it became exceedingly difficult Lo 
cope with the rising tide of disorder, 
which soon attained the. proportions 
of a regular “crime wave,!' 

Robberies, murderous assaults and 
acts of violence became so frequent 
and so hard to cope with that the 
citizens who had been sworn Jn 
ns o sort of vigilanes committee were 
at'a hopeless disadvantage. At length, 
however, the then Governor, Sir 
Henry Pottinger, rightly decided that 
under such circumstances, the only 
feasible remedy. would be the 
establishment of ‘a Police . Force, 
and with this object in view 
Ordinance No, . 12 of 10440 was 
passed, “providing for the  ap- 
polntment amongst other — things, 

‘of a Superintendent of Pollee .under 
the orders of the Chicf Magistrate of 
Police.” , 

It was with this object In view that 
Mr, May was invited to come out to 
-{he Colony and to. undertake the 
task of creating a proper law uphold- 
Ing body which would be capable of 
handling the situation, 

Mr. Charles May was born in 
England about 1820—the date Is more 
or less conjectural, us there is very 
little biographical matter available 
concerning his carly life. It is 
known, however, that he caine from 
a famlly of policemen; for his father, 


John May,..was..Superintendent. of. 


the “A" Division of the London 
Metropolitan Police, which appoint- 
ment he had held from the forma- 
tlon of the Force in 1829, 

The first. that we Icarn of Mr. 
Charles May is that, tike his father, 
he belonged .to the London | Police, 
where he had served for aw number 
of years previous to his appointment 
to Hongicong.

R. MAY arrived in the Colony on 
February 28, 1845 on the ship 
Oriental, He was accompanied by 
two ex-London “bobbies", Messrs, 
Thomas Smithers and Hugh McGre- 
gor, who were to aid him in his task 
of “whipping the nucleus of a force 
into shape.” 

His appointment as Superintendent 
of Police was duly gazetted on March 
18, when.a Government Notification 
appeared stating that, “in consr- 
quence of the arrival from England

Tt must be remembered that In 
those duys the position of constable 
Was not an enviable one; for taking 
into uecount the fact of the dangers 
of the avernge policeman's life it Is 
a Wonder that any recruils were to 
be found at all. 

Frequently, it was the wont of the 
authorities to Impress Europenn sea- 
men who were Incidentally “doing 
time” in the gaol for various offences, 
to serve us constables in time of 
emerpency, 7 

Chinese constables were then prac- 
Ueally unheard of, and the .employ- 
ment of Thdians was still in the most 
embryonic e, 

In view of all the irksome dim- 
eultics of his appointment, posterity 
must admit, that Mr. May did ex- 
ecedingly well, and the Colony. may 
well be proud of the lofty traditions 
which were instilled into the Police 
Force by such a capable organiser, 

However, Mr. May wis not with- | 
out his crities, and his independent 
snirit and bluff, hearty disposition 
did not go well at times with the | 
administration, This was especially | 
true during the.-time of Sir John} 
Howring's povernorship. Sir John,; 
to put it mildly, did not entertain a 


t 


reason being,. as he put it, “on 
uccount of his lamentable ignorance 
of the Chinese written or spoken 
Janguage.” Indeed, in Sir John's 
candid opinion such a deficiency was 
too glaring for words, especially for 
a man who was entrusted with the 
Superintendency of the Police,

R.. MAY, moreover, “was an in- 

dividual who readily took sides, 
and we consequently find him in- 
volved in one of the most monstrous 
series of. accusations which were 
made by the then Attorney-General, 
Mr. Thomas C. Anstcy, against the 
Registrar-General, Mr, Caldwell, 

Mr. May perhaps, believed that 
the Attorney-General was in the 
right, but at lenst he should have 
displayed better judgment; for he 
brought a veritable hornets’ nest 
down upon his hend, ond barely 
eveaped the fate of Mr. Anstey, who, 


was dismissed from office, and teft 
the Colony’s. shores os o.persona-non 
grata, 

Mr, Caldwell ‘became: Mr, May's 
bitter enemy, and published a “Vin« 
dication” of the charges which had 
been jointly Inid against him by Mr. 
May and the now cashiered Attorney - 
General. The scandal was intense, 
for Caldwell accused him of the same 
foul offences that had been made 
against him in 1057, . 

Affairs came to such a hend thot, 
in 1861, the Civil Service Abuses! 
Inquiry Committee, which had been 
appolited in July of the previous 
year, made its report. The docu- 
mentary evidence amassed by the 
Conimission was inade  publi¢ on 
October 1, after it had been duly 
considered by the Executive Council.

PTER his “white-washing” by the

had previously severed his connec- 
tion with the Police Force, was 
appointed by the Governor, Sir Her- 
cules G, R. Robinson, on Jon, 24, 1861 
to the short-lived oMee of "Civil 
Commissioner of Kowloon, pending 
receipt of instructions from the 
Home Government,” 

The honour was but a temporary 
one; for on March 30, the appoint- 
ment was rescinded in view of the 
fact that the “district of Kowloon 
was declared to be part and parcel 
of the Colony of Hongkong” und 
hence such an’ oMcinl post as Com- 
missioner was rendered unnecessary.” 

Mr. May, however, served ‘the 
Colony in various capacities; for in 
uddition to his- work as Superinten- 
dent of the Colony’s Police, he 
temporarily filled on more than one 
uccasion, such important posts os

In fact, from ‘what I understand, 
it might take a good deal of 
manceuvring even to bring the ques- 
tlon up at Cairo, And, according to 
my informants, it will be oa miracle 
if the question should bo put to a 
vote and Japan loses out, 


Because of the trouble in the Far 
East, there has been o good deal of 
talk about boycotts and transferring 
the games to more peaceful sur- 
roundings. Finland reportedly: is 
leading a skirmish to transfer the 
games, Such a movement 1s under-, 
standable _ because Finland was 
Japan's main opposition in the Bor- 
Jin convention halls when the 1040 
sile.was decided upon in 1936. The 
present For’ Eastern situation gives 
Finland a good cause for argument, 
China, logically, has asked the Olym- 
pic nations to boycott the games if 
they are held in Japan—but from 
Europe come reports that her place 
has fallen on deaf enra in most of 
the continental capitals. - 


“BEYOND WAR” 


The tip-off on the situation was 
clearly outlined the other day when 
Count Henri de’ Baillel-Lateur, pre- 
sident of the 1.C.C,, sald that the 
Olympics are “beyond .any political 
or religious {ssues and beyond war,” 
and that the.Tokyo Olympics “must 
take place.”

ODERN scientific needs have discovered a new use for sun- 
flowers and castor-oll. They are needed in order to safe- 
guard civilian populations from gas attacks.

Instead 
of granting the Suedeten Germans 
just rights, the Czech Government fs 
practising a policy-of making national 
ond political relations untenable and 
more strained. : 

“We declare, very solemnly, that

“LONDON “BOBBY” WHO CREATED — 


- Monumental Task Accomplished ; :

should be known to every resident of the Colony who 
sponsors and upholds the cause of law and order.” 

This is Mr. Charles May, the London “bobby” whose 
genius for organisation was directly responsible for the 
Colony’s present highly efficient Police Force; for it was 
through his efforts that the genesis of the guardians of public 


safety was speedily effected from a nondescript. body of constables 
into an organisation that is on a par with any large city in the 


Occident. : 


Like everything else that is worthy of accomplishment, the 
beginnings must have been exceedingly difficult and even dis- 
couraging; for the Colony during the first two or three decades 
of its existence was so rife with lawlessness that the question of 
life and property was indecd a most momentous one. 


During the yeura 1841 to 
1843, Hongkong was more or less 
under a state of martial law, but 
‘at length upon the confirmation 
of the island’s status as a Colony 
under the British Crown, it was 
felt that it was now high time 


‘that the semblance of a Police 


Force should be organised; for 
with the passing of military rule, 
it becamo exceedingly difficult to 
cope with the rising tide of disorder, 
which soon attained the proportions 
of a regular “crime wave.” 

. Robberies, murderous assaults and 
acts of violence became so frequent 
and so hard to cope with that the 
citfena who had been sworn in 
as a sort of vigilance committce were 
at a hopeless disadvantage. At length, 

showever, tho then Governor, Sir 
Henry, Pottinger, rightly decided that 
under such circumstances, the only 

feasible remedy would be the 
establishment of a ‘Police Force, 
ond with this object in view 
Ordinance _No. 12 of 1844 was 

‘ passed, “providing for the | ap- 
pointment amongst other’ things, 
of » Superintendent of Police under 

- the ordera of the Chicf Magistrate of 

. Police.” . 

It was with this object in view that 
Mr. May was invited to come out to 
the Colony and to -undertake the 
task of creating a proper Jaw uphold- 
ing body which would be cnpable of 
handling the situation. 

... Mr, Charles May was born in 
England about 1820-—the date is more 
or less conjectural, as there is very 
little biographical matter available 
concerning his carly life, It is

of the Police, at the Central Police 
Station, near the old Market Place.” 

The task of re-organising, the 
Police was by no means an easy one, 
and considering the material from 
which he had to choose ft was 
remarkable bow well he secomplish- 
ed It. 

It must be remembered that in 
those days the position of constable 
was not un enviable one; for taking 
into account the fact of the dangers 
of the average pollceman's life it Is 
a wonder that any recruits were to 
be found at all. 

Frequently, It was the wont of the 
authorities to Impress European seu- 
men who- were incidentally “doing 
tImo"* In the gaol for varlous offences, 
to serve as constables in time of 
emergency, * ; 

Chinese constables were then prac- 
tically unheard of, and the employ- 
ment of Indians was still in the most 
embryonic state, 

In view of all the irksome diff_i- 
culties of his appointment, posterity 
must ndmit that Mr. May did ex- 
ecedingly well, and the Colony, may 
well be proud of the lofty traditions 
which were instilled into the Police 
Force by such a capable organiser. 

However, Mr, May was not with- 
but his critics, and his independent 
sofrit and bluff, hearty disposition 
did not go well at times with the 
administration, This was especially 
true’ during the time of Sir John 
» Bowring's--governorship.:~ Sir--- John, 
to put It mildly, did not entertain a 
very high opinion of Mr. May, the 
reason being, os he put it, “on 
uccount of his lamentable ignorance 
of the Chineses written or spoken 
language,” Indeed, in Sir John’s 
candid opinion such a deficiency was 
too gloring for words, especlaily for 
#% man who was entrusted with the 
Superintendency of the Police.

» The defence’ filed by Chiu Kwok 
was a denial that he entered Into any 
contracts with plalntif's, and that 
even If they were made they were 
entered Into without his authority or 
permission. « . : 
The case for the plaintiffs was that 
the goods were ordered by the Kwok 
Mun Chau Ka through someone au- 
thorised so to do, From April, 1936 
to November, 1937, there had been 
a‘serles of transactions, over 20 con- 
tracts in number, between plaintiffs 
and defendants, for old nawspapers. 
The orders were mostly given by an 
employee of the Kwok Man Chau Ka, 
a man named Chan Tok, alias Chan 
Kwok-man. Deliveries were made 
by delivery order and the contracts 
were chopped with the chop of de- 
fendant firm, mostly by Chan Tok. 


IMPORTANCE OF CHOP 


Continuing, Counsel said the busi- 
ness chop of a Chinese firth was a 
matter of the greatest importance; to 
entrust it-to anyone was tantamount 
to granting him a power of attorney. 
It was therefore extremely im- 
probablo that a chop could have been 
amfixed to any contract without the 
knowledge and authority of the 
owner, ° :

In fact, from what 1 understand, 
it might) take a good deal of 
manocuvring even to bring the ques- 
tion up at Cairo. And, according to 
my informants, it will be ao miracle 
if the question should be put to a 
vote and Japan loses out. 


Beeause of the trouble in the Far 
East, there has-been a good deal of 
taille about boycotts and transferring 
the games to more penceful = sur- 
roundings. Finland reportedly is 
lending o skirmish to transfer the 
games, Such 2 movement {s under- 
standable because Finland was 
Japan's main opposition in the Ber- 
lin convention halls when the 10940, 
site was decided upon In 1936, The 
present Far Eastern situntion gives 
Finland a good cause for argument. 
China, logically, has asked the Olym~ 
pic nations to boycott the games if 
they are held in Japan—but from 
‘Europe come reports that her place 
has fallen on deaf care jn most of 
the continental capitals. 


“BEYOND WAR”
